SUPERVISORS MUST DECIDE ON 
COUNTY EMPLOYEES' HOLIDAY 
Do Marin County employees get a holiday on Friday, 
July 3? 
Well don’t make any plans for a picnic yet for that day, 
because the issue has not been settled. A decision is ex- 
pected when the county board of supervisors meets Tues­ 
day. 


County administrator Donald Jensen said county em­ 
ployees get a holiday if the governor declares a holiday 
for the state. But since the governor has not dene so, the 
supervisors will have to decide. 


San Rafael city employees will work as usual, City 
Manager Dan E. Andersen said. The city charter provides 
no holiday for that day, except by special action of the city 
council. 


LOS ANGELES W — A year­ 
long study of freeway drivers 
confirms what experts suspect­ 
ed: Many motorists are con­ 
fused. 
The reason, the study shows, 
is that they aren’t sure where 
they are, which direction they 
are going or how far ahead to 
turn off. This makes them drive 
under pressure. 
The California Division of 
Highways financed the study 
and conducted it with the 
UCLA Institute of Traffic En­ 
gineering. 
The aim was to find the 
best ways to help motorists 
with signs. 
Interviews were conducted in 
Lost Angeles and Fresno and 
surveys made in San Luis Obis­ 
po and at the Sacramento State 
Fair. 
Some results: 
When a freeway is named 


for a city at one of its ends, 
such as San Bernardino free­ 
way, drivers sometimes are 
confused when heading away 
from the city. 
Drivers are perplexed by lack 
of information when trying to 
switch from one freeway to 
another. 
Seventy-five 
per 
cent 
of 
drivers don’t know the names 
of the two exits preceding the 
one they regularly use. 


Ten per cent don’t know 
which direction they’re going. 


Most motorists want more 
notices of coming turnoffs and 
alternate routes, so they can 
be mentally and physically set 
for the right maneuver. 
G e o g r a p h i c a l 
orienta­ 
tion drops off alarmingly when 
drivers get beyond familiar 
territory. 
Prominent signs are especial­ 
ly necessary where the driver 
has to go against his natural 
inclination, as taking a ramp 
on his left to reach a street on 
his right. 


A possible solution: 


Imitate the grid street sys­ 
tem of cities, perhaps num­ 
bering east-west freeways 1, 
2, 3, etc., and north • south 
ones A, B, C, etc. 


The investigators’ conclusion: 
There is a real need for signs 
providing continuous orienta­ 
tion, with each sign tying in 
with preceding and succeeding 
signs. New information should 
be added gradually and at the 
point of action, such as an exit, 
no new information should be 
put into a sign.

TODAYS EDITORIAL 
Governor Has Too Much 
Fiscal Power With Budget 


An agency of democratic government 
is not designed to operate on a fiscal 
teeter totter. Neither is it supposed to 
operate in the red (federal government 
please note), nor is it supposed to assess 
taxes too high, thus piling up huge sur- 
pluses. 
Our state constitution wisely provides 
that the governor must prepare and 
present to the Legislature early in ev­ 
ery session, a proposed budget for the 
coming fiscal year and a method of 
balancing that budget with income. 
In addition, the constitution says that 
the Legislature may pass no other bills 
appropriating 
money 
until 
a 
state 
budget has been approved by both 
houses and sent to the governor. 
This is a wise provision. Certainly no 
one with financial responsibility should 
start spending money for fringe items 
or frills until his basic expenditures had 
been determined. 
The constitution does not, however, 
require 
the 
Legislature to pass the 
budget by a certain time in the session, 
nor the governor to act on it with alac­ 
rity. 
He treats it just like any other 
bill. 
Thus this anomalous situation arises. 
The legislative session is over, most of 
the bills requiring new and higher taxes 
already signed, and we don’t know yet 
the size of our final budget. 
This situation is not unusual. 
Most 
governors in recent years have maneu­ 


vered passage of the budget so that he 
has it before him after the solons go 
home. 
This gives him tremendous power. 
Unlike the President, the governor may 
veto or reduce individual items in the 
budget. With new taxes already ap­ 
proved, he could reduce items to give 
him a large surplus and claim great 
economies in goverment. On the other 
hand, he could play politics and strike 
out appropriations dear to the hearts of 
legislators who opposed him. 
Because the legislative session is over, 
the American principle of checks and 
balances breaks down. 
Perhaps the 
governor 
will 
eliminate 
something 
which a large majority of the legisla­ 
tors believe in and desire. Yet they have 
no opportunity to override his veto. 
We write 
this 
before this year’s 
budget is signed and before we know 
what this governor is going to do. 
We 
voice a general objection to present law, 
rather than against our present gov­ 
ernor. 
It seems logical that our constitution 
should provide that the Legislature com­ 
plete its action and the governor sign or 
veto all or parts of the budget before 
the Legislature 
adjourns. 
Then 
the 
solons would have an opportunity to 
override the vetoes, if they desire. Then 
too, all appropriation bills subsequently 
passed should declare specifically where 
the money is coming from to pay their 
costs.

Wouldn't It Be Well For GOP 


To Delay Decision On President? 


There is a world of sense 
in the counsel which John Al- 
sop of Connecticut is giving 
to Republican leaders across 
the country against plumping 
too soon for the 1960 Presi­ 
dential nominee. 


Alsop headed the Connec­ 
ticut Citizens for Eisenhower 
in 1952 and may be his state's 
next Republican candidate for 
governor. His advise against 
lining up precipitately for 
either Vice-President Nixon 
or Gov. Rockefeller is to the 
point: 


“Let’s keep cool, receptive, 
and uncommitted. It is much 
too early to take a position.” 


WHY IS IT TOO early for 
those political leaders who are 
going to have the largest say 
in choosing between Nixon 
and 
Rockefeller 
to 
begin 
choosing now? 


The reason is that the evi­ 
dence on which to make an 
intelligent choice between the 
two is simply not in. The basis 
on which to make the choice 
will be far c l e a r e r n i n e 
months hence. This is why it 
is neither anti-Nixon nor anti- 
Rockefeller, but pro-wisdom 
for the Republican leaders to 
refrain from trying to jell the 
decision soon. 


There are tw'o central ques­ 
tions which, together, consti­ 
tute the test of a presidential 
nominee: Will he be a good 
candidate? Will he be a good 
President — or at least the 
kind of President his support­ 
ers want? 


IT SEEMS TO ME that more 
evidence is needed and will be 
forthcoming in the case of 
both Nixon and Rockefeller. 
Let me indicate what I mean. 


During the past six and a 
half years in his role as vice 
president, Nixon has necessar­ 
ily confined himself to advo­ 
cating Administration policy. 
He has rarely expressed his 
personal opinions and e v e n 
less often has he advanced his 
own proposals on policy. 


This is simply saying no 
vice president is entirely his 
own man and there is no 
doubt in my mind that the 
time will soon come when the 
President will say to Nixon: 
“Don’t led bound by the Ad­ 


ministration program. 
It j 
only fair to yourselt and th 
party that you set forth you 
own convictions and your ow 
policies in any area you wish. 


Washington correspondent 
know that Nixon’s concepl 
of the presidency and of po 
icy are not the same as Eisei 
hower’s at all points. Not ui 
til Nixon is free to speak oi 
more fully for himself will th 
party leaders have the be; 
basis for deciding he is th 
man they want —• or don 
want.

Many people no doubt sii 
cqreiy believe that they a 
ready know enough about Ni 
on and Rockefeller to be co: 
vinced that either would mal 
a good President. This mak< 
the second part of the test f( 
the presidential nominee - 
who will be the more effecth 
candidate — the more co 
trolling. 


IF THE NOMINATION 
likely to turn on who will 1 
the better candidate, this is a 
added reason for not rushir 
the decision. The reason I sa 
this is that when Mr. Nixc 
and Mr. Rockefeller emerj; 
more sharply for what the 
are and stand for, the ran 
and-file voters will have a be 
ter basis for deciding whoi 
they want nominated. This 
one reason why later publ 
opinion polls may offer a di 
ferent or a more decish 
guide than they do now.

Ingo Eager To Give Floyd Return Shot In September

NEW YORK (UPD — Ingemar 
Johansson of Sweden, who tied 
Jack 
Dempsey’s 
knockdown 
record in winning the world 
heavyweight championship, is 
perfectly willing — even eager 
— to try it again in September 
if dethroned Floyd Patterson 
thinks it was a fluke. 


Johannsson and his handlers 
made that clear today even as 
they celebrated his stunning 
third-round technical knockout 
over Patterson at Yankee Stadi­ 
um last night—in which hand­ 
some “Ingo” tied a Dempsey 


mark by scoring seven knock­ 
downs in one round. 


Edwin Ahlqvist, Johansson’s 
“advisor” from hometown Gote- 
borg, Sweden, said, “We want 
the contracted return fight at 
Yankee Stadium before 80.000 
people 
in 
September. 
They 
didn’t come out to see him at 
the 
drenched 
stadium 
last 
night, but now they will next 
time.” 
Burly Ingemar — scapegoat 
of the 1952 Olympics, but now 
an international idol — said, 
“Yes, they’ve seen my right 
hand and so has Patterson.” 


But Patterson actually didn’t 
see that right fist—that “Gote- 
borg Thunderbolt”—early in 
the third round when it ex­ 
ploded on his chin as part of

Long-Established 
In Many States 


SACRAMENTO IjF— In open- 
ing its new Economic Develop­ 
ment Agency next September, 
California will become one of 
the last states in the union to 
establish such an office. 
The idea of a state research 
bureau to promote industrial 
growth and expansion, much 
as the Commerce Department 
does on a national level, first 


came to light during the de­ 
pression-ridden 1930s. 
A few New England states 
took up the idea and then dur­ 
ing that period and shortly af­ 
terward 30 states set up agen­ 
cies. 
In 1950 the movement again 
took hold, with 17 offices es­ 
tablished since then 
As outlined by Gov. Edmund

Brown, 
California's 
new 
agency would be somewhat of 
a state clearing house for re­ 
search data to be supplied to 
local communities. Cost would 
be about $500,000 a year.

released. 
As soon as Long got out, he 


sacked John Nick Brown, su­ 
perintendent of state police. 
Politicians feared there were 
others on his firing list. 
Then,

own, Long 
called Dr. Robert Heath, Dr. 
Charles Watkins and Dr. Victor 
Lief to examine him 
The governor said he would 
follow the doctors' instructions. 
“I wouldn't have sent for them 
if I had intended otherwise,” 
he added. 


Youth Gets Jail 
In Fatal Crash 


A 24-year-old University se­ 
nior from Sausalito was sen­ 
tenced to 50 days in jail yes­ 
terday by a Berkeley-Albany 
Municipal Court judge on a 
negligent driving charge stem­ 
ming from a March 18 fatal ac­ 
cident in Berkeley. 
Mayo B. Young was also 
placed on probation for three 
years by Judge Redmond C. 
Staats, and had his driver's li­ 
cense revoked. 
The charge was the result 
of an accident in which a car 
driven by Young crashed into 
a tree. His passenger, James L. 
Kendall, a fellow University of 
California student, was killed.

University of Oregon where 
he graduated in 1931 in lan­ 
guages and Greek. He was 
graduated from the 
San 
Francisco Theological Sem­ 
inary in 1925. Now as his 
career in the pulpit draws 
near an end, here is the 
story of a recent reception 
in his honor, and some of 
his plans for the future.)

Following the eleven o’clock 
services, June 7, the Women’s

THE CHURCH membership 
has increased from 200 to 900 
members during his pastorate 
with present duties more than 
his health capacity permits.

He looks forward to more 
time for fishing “and also an­ 
ticipate” better “ fishing” — 
his favorite relaxation.

Dr. Canoles is a native of 
Baltimore, Md : Mrs. Canoles 
came from Eugene. Ore. 
Dr. and Mrs. Canoles were 
escorted to the reception hall 
by Mr. and Mrs. William P. 
Murray. 


THE ELDERS, church dig­ 
nitaries, and visiting pastors, 
church choir, 
hundreds of 
members and friends, with 
many young people of the 
church, welcomed the Canoles 
in a flower filled social hall. 
All was a fitting testimonial 
to their retirement. 
Mrs. Canoles was lovely in 
spring attire with orchid cor­ 
sage. Both she and Dr. Canoles 
responded graciously to the 
remarks of Dr. Earl Young, 
who presented a check to be 
used in their new N o v a t o 
home. There the Canoles ex­ 
pect to receive friends after 
July first. 
It seemed fitting to choose 
a name for the new home to 
be 
known 
as 
“ The 
Wee 
House.” 


MRS. CANOLES responded 
to Dr. Young’s presentation 
in her usual gracious manner. 
She closed with a brief de­ 
scription of the new home tak­ 
en from a poem, “ On Moving 
into a New Home,” written by 
Betty Isler . . . as she said: 
“ Our home is so modern, 
The latest, the most, 
Except for two fixtures,

Early each Sunday morning 
of his pastorate Dr. Canoles 
has visited the pews occupied 
by many who have gone to 
their eternal reward. There 
he has said a prayer for their 
families. 
It was fitting, then, that in 
his concluding remarks the 


kindly respected pastor should 
quote freely from the Bible. 
Many will remember the 
Canoles as the Vesper bells 
chime each evening. These 
will welcome his successor 
and the many guest speakers 
from the Seminary who round 
out the rich full life the Ma­ 
rin church offer. 
Above the busy hum of 
traffic and street noises one 
hears the eventide chimes in 
San Rafael and San Anselmo. 
Meditation, inspiration, call to 
worship . . . hope eternal . . . 
no need here to display high­ 
way signs which are frequent­ 
ly seen in other states — “ The 
family that prays t o g e t h e r 
stays together.” 
A fitting inscription to Dr. 
and Mrs. Canoles would be 
“ Thank you” — “ Surely good­ 
ness and mercy shall follow 
you all the days of your lives;

The Ceremony Of Serenity 


Making Of Tea Attains Majesty 


In Exotic Ritual Of Cha-No-Yu 


In America, soggy bags drip 
onto clean tablecloths as one 
prepares to drink tea in the 
average home. 
In Japan, the making and 
serving of tea is, to understate 
the matter, different. It at­ 
tains 
unparalleled 
majesty 
and grace in the exotic ritual 
known as Cha-No-yu. 
The tea ceremony, as West­ 
erners call it, will be enacted 
for Marin Art and Garden 
Fair visitors next Saturday 
night, July 4 at 8 o'clock in 
the Northgate area. 
It will be demonstrated by 
Mrs. Sashiko Hattori, 44, of 
Kokura, Japan, who is visiting 
friends, the Richard Caseys of 
Larkspur. Assisting her" will 
be Miss Yoshiko Kuwatani of 
Tiburon. 


TO T H E U N S C H O O L E D oe 
cidental eye, the tea ceremony 
appears extremely complicat­ 
ed and overly encumbered 
with rules of protocol. 
But on closer observation, 
one is apt to be charmed by 
the beauty of the utensils, the 
graceful movements of the 
principals and a strange at­ 
mosphere that can best be 
described as mysterious and 


exotic. 
A clue as to the significance 
of the tea ceremony in Japan­ 
ese life comes from the late 
Okakura Kakuzo, curator of 
oriental art at the Boston 
Museum, in his “The Book of' 
Tea.”; 


“T E A W IT H ,” he said, “be­ 
came more than an idealiza­ 
tion of the form of drinking; it 
is a religion of the art of life.” 
A Japanese author on the 
subject, Yasunosuke Fukukita, 
says of the ceremony: “There 
is an underlying subtle aesthe- 
ticism, with manifold bearings 
upon religion, literature and 
philosophy, as well as the arts 
and crafts.” 
Mrs. Casy, Mrs. Hattori’s 
hostess in America, speaking 
of tea ceremonies she attend­ 
ed while an Air Force wife in 
Japan, recalls that conversa­ 
tion of the guests was always 
directed toward the aesthetic. 
“One could speak only of 
beautiful things,” Mrs. Casey 
says. “Subjects that pertained 
to nature — flowers, the gar­ 
den, objects of art. One never 
discussed money, clothes, peo­ 
ple or anything mundane. And 
because of this, there was al­ 


ways a marvelous serenity of 
mood-in the gathering.” 


S A T U R D A Y ’S 
demonstra­ 
tion will be a highly condens­ 
ed version of the rite which 
normally takes up to two 
hours. 
The ceremony will proceed 
like this: 
Miss Hattori, dressed in an 
elaborate red kimono, kneels 
in front of a tiered table and 
a brazier. 
What is heating in a black 
iron kettle over the charcoal. 
She uses a long-handled dip­ 
per to take water from the 
kettle to warm the teaLowl. 
With dainty movements, the 
petite woman caresses the tea 
bowl. When the bowl is warm, 
she discards the water, wipes 
the bowl dry. 


T H E N S H E U S E S a thin 
bamboo wand with a spoon­ 
like tip to measure the green 
tea powder in the bowl. 
(A frequent traveler to Ja­ 
pan, Mrs. Forence Patterson, 
proprietor of Kentifeld's Book- 
shop-Marin, recalls that the 
powdered tea used for the 
ceremony “is very expensive, 
perhaps $80 to $95 a pound, 


and its use is necessarily con­ 
fined to higher income fam­ 
ilies.”) 
Finally, the dipper is plung­ 
ed again into the kettle and 
the hot water poured over 
the tea. 
Mrs. Hattori now picks up 
a tiny bamboo whisk. She 
gently whips the tea, and it 
is ready. 
The single tea bowl is pass­ 
ed to all persQns in the group 
—usually five or seven but 
always an odd number. Each 
person holds the bowl in the 
palm of his left hand, cupping 
his right hand around the side 
as if to protect it. 
On passing the bowl, the 
passer and recipient bow to 
each other. 
The taste and appearance of 
the tea are unique. The brew 
appears to be like a thick, 
dark green pea soup. 
Its taste is unlike any tea 
or beverage in the western 
world. It reminds one of grass 
or bamboo. It is slightly bit­ 
ter. But as the novice sips 
again he is reminded of na­ 
ture, and of beauty. And his 
mood becomes one of serenity 
and contentment 


Sashito Hattori’s tea cere­ 
mony is a part of a Japan­ 
ese program of entertain­ 
ment by the Fijima dancers 
and singers, organized by 
Mrs. George Murata of Cor- 
ta Madera to be presented 
to visitors to the Marin Art 
and Garden Fair at 8 p.m. 
Saturday. The Fair opens 
July 1 and will run through 
July 5. 


OFFERING OF TEA -M rs. Hatton bows as 
as if offering tea bowl to guest in front 
of her. In foreground is many-spiked bam ­ 
boo whisk used to whip the tea. Resting 
on top of the tea container is chabishaku or 


tea ladle used to measure green tea pow ­ 
der (2Mi ladles for Mrs. Hatton's recipe). 
In Japan, Mrs. Hatton's long apprentice­ 
ship kas placed her on the next-to-top 
level of the hierarchy of Cha-no-yu. 


HOLDING THE CUP—The cup used for serv­ 
ing the Cha-no-yu brand of tea is actually 
a bowl, large enough to be passed to all 
the guests as a loving cup. Here Hattori 
cradles it in the traditional manner, her 
left hand underneath, her right hand turn- 


ing the bowl so that the design faces the 
guest who is to receive it. When the guest 
starts to drink the^tea, he must turn the 
bowl again so that the design faces the 
others.

Mild-voiced, white-haired 
Stanton A. Coblentz of Mill 
Valley has been writing on 
controversial subjects /or a 
great 
many 
years. 
Career 
poet, book reviewer and au­ 
thor of more than 30 books, 
Coblentz frequently takes is­ 
sue wiih modern man’s com­ 
placency with his civilization. 


Latest of these is his "The 
Long Road to Humanity,” a 
substantial book on a monu­ 
mental topic, which took 20 
years’ research and one of 
writing. The author has tack­ 
led such broad topics before. 
He wrote "Decline of Man” in 
1925. His "Pageant of Man,” 
a book-length epic poem, writ­ 
ten in 1933, is now in its third 
edition. His latest book of 
poetry, "Out of Many Songs,” 
was published in 1958. 


ANOTHER MAJOR project 
is his quarterly poetry maga­ 
zine, "Wings,” which he pub­ 
lishes in his Mill Valley home 
at 6 Mirabel avenue, also 
home of his Wings Press.

of enthusiasm for his new 
book, in the same general 
field, as if it were his first. 
His physical energies are 
likewise brisk. Almost daily, 
he and Mrs. Coblentz walk 
from their aerie off Ethel ave­ 
nue to Mill Valley’s post of­ 
fice. 
It was, in fact, the natural 
beauty of Mill Valley that 
lured him away from his 18- 
year stint on the book review­ 
ing staff of the New York 
Times and other papers to re­ 
turn West. 
Coblentz was a native San 
Franciscan, but spent most of 
his boyhood in Stockton. On 
graduating he received a call 
from the managing editor of 
the San Francisco Examiner, 
who offered him a job writing 
daily inspirational poems. He 
held this post from 1919 to 
1920, when he went to New 
York. Here he met and mar­ 
ried Flora Bachrach, she who 
accompanies him on his daily 
walks. 


COBLENTZ’ RENOWN is 
widespread, and one of his 
staunchest literary champions 
is Lord Dunsay, who wrote 
the preface to his reissued 
“Pageant of Man.” Publisher 
Thomas Yoseloff has issued 
‘‘The Long Road to Human­ 
ity” in 10,000 copies, "unusu* 
ally large for a book of this 
sort,” Coblentz reports. Early 
sales have been very good. 
Unlike many writers, Cob­ 
lentz is not a writer on a sin-

gle theme. His cosmos is one 
of resurgent life as well as 
grim nemesis.

Standing on the threshold 
of the space age, it is imper­ 
ative to pause in the midst of 
our rapid moving machine 
motored lives and examine 
history to see what happened 
in the past and then turn 
scrutinizing eyes upon our­ 
selves, our civilization, aims, 
shortcomings, 
achievements 
and know where we are and 
what is to be done. 
This is what Mr. Coblentz 
was striving for in penning 
the question: "Is it thumbs up 
or dowrn?” 
Humanity is the outgrowth 
of moral responsibility a n d 
conscience. These are the fac­ 
tors that determine the 4urn- 
ine? up or down of the thumbs. 
He has written a thought 
provoking, controversial study 
of man’s inhumanity to man. 
He recalls the brutality and 
gory details of the blood spill­ 
in g that has been occurring 
since the primitive left his 
cave in search of food. We fol­ 
low along on the roads of hu­ 
man sacrifice, slavery, war. 
religious persecution, racial 
prejudice, child labor and the 
impossible working conditions 
that sprang from the Indus­ 
trial Revolution and the infant 


capitalism that evolved with 
the birth of the machine. 
It is a bleak, black world 
that comes alive under the 
pen of Coblentz . . . too black 
and dreary for this reviewer. 
Too much emphasis on thumbs 
down. 


MORE TIME might h a v e 
been spent on the contribu­ 
tions of the Middle Ages and 
less on the emotional wTriting 
depicting the Inquisition to be 
the most important event in 
the period of time between 
the Dark Ages and the dawn 
of modernism. 
What of the birth of univer­ 
sities, the great paintings, de­ 
velopment of music, the stu­ 
dies in philosophy and the 
beginning steps of literature? 
What a depressing state (and 
possibly an unfair slanting): 
A world hung in the black 
cloth of morning from the 
dark ages, through the Middle 
Ages into the Renaissance! 


WHAT OF THE teachings 
of Christ and the men who 
have kept the call for love 
and moral responsibility alive 
in the hearts of man for over 
two thousand years? What of 
the Eastern spiritual leaders, 
Buddha and Confucius, who 
called for fair play and instill­ 
ed morals into the traditions 
of their followers? And, going 
back 
into 
ancient 
history, 
what of the Ten Command­ 


ments demanding man to re­ 
spect his fellow man and his 
possessions? 


Men have been erring and 
breaking the rules of human­ 
ity from the beginning of 
time. More should have been 
said of the instigators of phil­ 
osophies that have been com­ 
bating the weaknesses of hu­ 
man nature for thousand of 
years. The road to humanity is 
not as dependent on Voltaire, 
Rousseau and the other writ­ 
ers of the Age of Enlighten­ 
ment as the author points out. 
The road to humanism is — 
and there is a wide difference 
in meanings. 


MAN HAS MADE g r e a t 
progress, as the author cites, 
in his labor laws, social wel­ 
fare programs, etc., but it is 
yet to be decided what ef­ 
fects the New Deal or the 
trends of socialism wall do to 
man in his quest for human­ 
ity. 


"The Long Road to Human­ 
ity,” as this review has tryed 
to illustrate, is controversial, 
but it is written in the enjoy­ 
able literary style of an artist 
by a writer who has a great 
store of historical knowledge. 
It will take a reader with an 
interest and tangible appreci­ 
ation of history to enjoy the 
book, for possibly the author 
intended conjecture to make 
his readers think.

Both its history and scenic 
grandeur combine to make 
the Donner Summit area a 
favorite vacation spot for hun­ 
dreds each summer. Add to 
this the stimulation of outdoor 
field trips conducted by ex­ 
perienced naturalists and you 
have the ideal combination 
for a never-to-be-forgotten va­ 
cation. 


Each summer since 1948 the 
National Audubon Society has 
headquartered its California 
camp at Sugar Bowl Lodge in 
the heart of the Donner Sum­ 
mit region near Lake Tahoe. 
Station wagons are used to 
transport campers to partic­ 
ular spots of interest where 
the plant life and its associ­ 
ated animals, soil types and 
weather conditions can be ob­ 
served 
to 
best 
advantage. 
Whether it be the pinyon- 
juniper 
association 
of 
the 
Great 
Basin 
desert 
region 
south of Reno or the stately 
Sugar 
Pines of the moist 
Transition Zone lower on the 
west slope of the Sierra Ne­ 
vada, each area visited reveals 
new secrets to explain the in­ 
terdependencies of l i v i n g 
things. Indeed, the program 
featured 
at 
the 
Audubon 
Camp of California might well 


be titled, “The Web of Life/’ 


CAMPERS COME from all 
over the country to participate 
in these two-week sessions, 
some of them from as far 
away as our new states of Ha­ 
waii and Alaska. Many Marin- 
ites have attended. Besides 
variety in geography, the fifty 
adult campers that make up 
each session represent the 
gamut of backgrounds and oc­ 
cupations. All are united, how­ 
ever, by their interest in the 
outdoor world which they ex­ 
plore in smaller groups of 
10 or 12 each day while at 
camp. 
The five naturalists who 
lead these field trips are care­ 
fully chosen for their ability 
to interpret natural processes 
with both academic authority 
and y o u t h f u l enthusiasm. 
Skilled in some field of na­ 
tural sciehce: whether it be 
botany, mammalogy, ornith­ 
ology, entomology or geology, 
each staff member aims al­ 
ways to demonstrate how his 
subject relates to each of the 
other. 
This is done at all 
times out-of-doors with liv­ 
ing examples in their natur­ 
al environment. 
If the yellow-bellied marmot 
falls to appear, at least there 


has been the fun of looking, 
and the newly a c q u i r e d 
knowledge of his habits learn­ 
ed from animal signs makes a 
far more lasting experience 
than ever could be gained 
from a caged animal or a 
stuffed specimen. 


THESE FIELD explorations 
are made all the most enjoy­ 
able by the absence of house­ 
keeping or camping chores. 
Delicious, hot meals are serv­ 
ed family style in the Lodge 
dining room, while a crew of 
high school boys wait on table 
and do up the dishes. The 
Lodge is also the locale of a 
well-stocked library for refer­ 
ence purposes, a store for the 
purchase of nature study aids 
and a resource room for addi­ 
tional helps to teachers and 
youth leaders. 
Combining a superb moun­ 
tain setting with the fascin­ 
ation of outdoor discoveries, 
the Audubon Camp of Cali­ 
fornia offers what can truly 
be called a “vacation with a 
future.“ Information a b o u t 
the 1959 summer season and 
optional college credit can be 
obtained by writing the Na­ 
tional Audubon Society, 2426 
Bancroft Way, Berkeley 4, 
California.

The two a.m. ring of a tele­ 
phone call shatters sleep for 
a worker in the Home Service 
program of the American Red 
Cross. 
Answering it, she learns 
from the sister of a service­ 
man stationed in Europe that 
his mother was killed and his 
wife critically injured in an 
automobile accident. His two 
small children are temporarily 
with relatives. 
The worker calls hospital, 
sheriff’s office and physician 
to verify facts, and wires the 
information to an Overseas 
Red Cross Field Director. By 
10 a.m. the same morning, 
the serviceman is on his way 
home. The Red Cross Home 
Service has again shown how 
it responds to calls of help 
with calm and thoughtful ef­ 
ficiency. 


HOME SERVICE workers of 
local Red Cross chapters all 
over the country help families 
of men and women in the 
armed forces, and veterans 
and their families when per­ 
sonal and family problems 
arise. 
Red Cross service to fami­ 
lies of men in the armed 
forces began in 1916 when 
the National Guard was called 
to serve on the Mexican Bor­ 
der. It was developed on a 
nation-wide basis when the 
United States entered World 
War I. A serviceman’s prob­ 
lems of sickness and emer­ 
gency need at home create 
frustration and harrassment 
for him because he can’t do 
anything about them. 
Morale and effectiveness of 
the man at the front are low­ 
ered by difficulties at home, 


and it was discovered that an 
organization with both mili­ 
tary 
and 
civilian 
contacts 
could relieve a serviceman’s 
problems at home. The branch 
of the Red Cross that was or­ 
ganized to work with families 
of servicemen came to known 
as Home Service. 
And the Home Service help 
has continued during years 
of peace, too. Returning serv­ 
icemen, accustomed to apply­ 
ing to the Red Cross for aid, 
continue to seek assistance 
from their local Red Cross 
Chapters. Also, men with war- 
service injuries, men with 
problems in adjustment to 
civilian life, and those mem­ 
bers of regular armed forces 
and their families who con­ 
tinue to need help. 
Therefore, a basic organiza­ 
tion and program in l o c a l 
chapters and on military in­ 
stallations has been maintain­ 
ed by the Red Cross. 
Home service is carried on 
by a core of trained social 
workers who give the neces­ 
sary leadership to the bulk of 
volunteers needed for the job. 
Its coordination with other 
community services is effi­ 
cient and thorough. 
THIS COORDINATION was 
dramatically apparent at a re­ 
cent Home Service luncheon- 
meeting at Red Cross Chapter 
headquarters in San Rafael. 
A quiet atmosphere of pur­ 
posefulness and accomplish­ 
ment was present as busy 
men and women gathered for 
the luncheon, at which a case- 
history would be presented 
and discussed by those in at­ 
tendance. 
At all times protecting the 
identity of the individual con­ 
cerned, Mrs. John Shortridge, 


volunteer social welfare aide, 
reported about a deceased 
serviceman’s wife from Colo­ 
rado who needed aid—both 
financial and legal. 
Affected were several or­ 
ganizations in the immediate 
community, and as the case 
unfolded one was impressed 
with the intricate interweav­ 
ing of these agencies and 
their cooperative efficiency in 
providing help for a woman 
and her children in desperate 
need. 
THESE DISCUSSIONS, al­ 
ways confidential, are to il­ 
lustrate the t e a m w o r k of 
these local organizations, and 
to maintain their smooth ef­ 
fectiveness. 
Sidney Rapp is chairman of 


the Home Service program in 
Marin County. His committee 
is chosen from a cross section 
of the county’s population: 
professional, b u s i n e s s and 
home-making 
categories.

By day Norman was a door­ 
man (doormouse, to be pre­ 
cise) in front of a mouse hole 
which led to the basement of

AN EDGE OF THE FOR­

Here is the strangely beau­ 
tiful tale of a little black lamb 
lost and alone in the forest 
where, according to his moth­ 
er’s last warning, "a thousand 
deaths” awaited. 
A young shepherd, an old 
woman, a black leopardess 
with a crippled paw, a doe, an 
owl and other creatures of 
the wild find themselves, to 
their own amazement, com­ 
mitted to a compact based on 
their mutual concern for the 
lamb rather than survival of 
the fittest. 
That deadly enemies should 
find a bond in the fate of a 
helpless lamb seems not only 
possible but probable, so po­ 
etically persuasive is the tell­ 
ing of the tale. 
The author n e v e r talks 
down to her young readers, 
though in talking to them, she 
may at times talk over their 
heads. For the most part, 
there is a delicate balance 
between the wide soft brush 
of the implicit and the strong 
thin line of the explict. Over 
ail is the greenness of the for­ 
est, the atmosphere of life 
renewing itself. One of the 
most artistic and compelling 
books we’ve encountered.

Pablo begins to paint a pic­ 
ture on somebody’s fence, and 
practically everybody in the 
city turns out to watch him.

Not particularly compel­ 
ling as a story due primarily 
to the limitations of the “ac­ 
tion and observation method.” 
The action is stated in bold 
black type. Comments and 
questions 
directed 
to 
the 
reader about the action are 
in regular type. Each caption 
and its accompanying com­ 
mentary are graphically illus­ 
trated in c o m p l e m entary 
drawings. Since the method 
seeks to draw children into 
conversation about the story, 
it precludes drawing them 
into the story. Young readers 
are restricted to the role of 
“people w a t c h i n g people 
watching Pablo.” 
Talk-about books are the 
rage now, and this certainly 
is one of the most original of 
its kind in regard to method. 
Myself, I’d rather be Babar 
than talk about Pablo, partic­ 
ularly since Pablo’s experi­ 
ence is uneventful and his 
personality unexplored com­ 
pared to that of the colorful 
pachyderm.

The tales as recorded 
here preserve the mood of 
lightness and laughter of their 
original forms and at the 
same time possess a new and 
distinguished literary refine­ 
ment. 
In a magical world where 
all ends well, young readers 
will meet the jolly, stout­ 
hearted Petit Jean who played 
a most extraordinary game of 
hide-and-seek with the Great 
Sultan; Jacques, the good but 
small-brained woodcutter; the 
sly thief of Valenciennes who 
even outwitted himself; and 
the naughty Princess of Tom- 
boso whose 
b e a u t y was 
marred only by her twelve- 
inch nose. A delightful book. 


JAPANESE 
TALES 
AND 
LEGENDS by Helen and W il­ 
liam McAlpine, illustrated

This fascinating collection 
includes ancient legends re­ 
garding the mythical birth of 
Japan; tales of the Heike, a 
noble race of warriors, taken 
from a 12th century epic; and 
a variety of folk-taies. 
Unlike the French-Canadian 
fairy tales, the Japanese tales 
are, for the most part, serious 
and often sombre in tone. 
Their concern is with instruc­ 
tion as well as entertainm ent, 
and the nature of the lessons 
they teach often precludes 
the “happily ever after” end­ 
ing with which we are more 
familiar. 
According to the moral un­ 
derscored in the story of the 
final battle of the Heike, it is 
far better to sacrifice life 
itself than to live without 
honor. The tale of Urashima, 


the fisherboy who forfeited 
eternal youth in the under­ 
water paradise of the Dragon 
Princess by a single impulsive 
act, teaches that human hap­ 
piness is transient at best. The 
story of the Old Flowerman, 
who made the trees bloom 
with his beloved dog’s ashes, 
touchingly illustrates that one 
may have to pay a grievous 
price for understanding and 
serenity. 
Ail of the tales are embued 


with a poetic reverence for 
nature and the ceremony of 
tradition. Like the woodcut­ 
ter’s wife, young American 
readers may find their eyes 
growing “as round as rice 
bowls” 
with wonder in a 
world where the turtle speaks 
“with 
turtle 
dignity,” 
and 
common sparrows wear kimo­ 
nos dyed with petals of wild 
flowers and do c l a s s i c a l 
dances to the samisen with 
paper parasols.

Amphibious Salamander (What 
A Mouthful) Makes A Dandy Pet 


Salamanders are amphibians with tails. Like all true am­ 
phibians they never have claws on their toes or scales on their 
body. Most of them spend at least part of their lives on land 
and part in water. They return to Water to breed. The eggs are 
laid in clumps or singly and have a jelly-like coating. Salaman­ 
ders never have more than four toes on the front feet. They 
can be kept in terraria as pets and should be fed mealworms 
and live insects. Although they are rather unattractive as pets 
go, the larger ones can be rather interesting. 
The Giant Salamander is the largest western species, in 
fact the largest of our land salamanders, and will reach a 
length of 12 inches. They can be found under moist logs and 
mark, especially in the dark moist redwood areas of the coun­ 
ty. The Larvae live in nearby streams during development. The 
color varies considerably on different specimens. The back is 
usually dark, brownish or gray, and is mottled with color 
varying from yellow to a deep reddish orange. The legs arc 
darker and generally solid in color. 
Newts are the most attractive and interesting of the sala­ 
manders. The adult Eastern Newt will do well in an aquarium 
while the darker and larger, six to eight inch Western Newt 
is a land-dweller as an adult and has to be kept in a terrarium . 
The W estern Newt is reddish to dark brown on the back with 
a paler, yellow or orange, underside. The skin is drier to the 
touch and has a granular feel. They will be found in mountain 
ponds and moist woods. 
Economically speaking, all are harmless and live almost 
entirely qn worms and insects which makes them beneficial 
to man.

Biography Of Luke

Lucanus was the son of 
freed Greek slaves attached 
to the household of a Roman 
nobleman, Diodorus. He was 
a devoted companion to Ru- 
bria, the daughter of the 
nobleman. 
He also admired Keptah, 
the wise slave doctor, and 
liked to watch him adminis­ 
ter to the patients of the 
household. They b e c a m e 
friends, and Keptah taught 
him to worship the unknown 
God who had no image in the 
temples, and who was kind 
and forgiving unlike the old 
Roman and Greek Gods. 
When Rubria died, Lucanus 
rebelled against the unknown 
God who brought so much suf­ 
fering to the people. In his 
grief, he vowed to devote his 
life to the poor, and, in every 
way possible, to cheat this 
unknown God of his ven­ 
geance. 
After Lucanus’ father died, 
Diodorus educated him, and 
finally sent him to Alexan­ 
dria’s medical school where 
he was one of their most 
handsome and brilliant stu­ 
dents. 


WHEN HE began his prac­ 
tice, true to his vow, he 
treated only those who could 
not afford medical aid. Occa­ 
sionally, he cured some per­ 
son instantaneously, 
e v e n 
some who seemed to be in the 
last stages of an incurable 
illness. 
After many years he began 
to hear rumors that the long 
predicted Messiah of the un­ 
known God had arrived. He 
even talked to a number oi 
people who had seen and 
heard 
Him. 
Finally, 
after 
m u c h convincing evidence 
and a fortunate experience of 
his own, he decided to go to 
Jerusalem to see Him. 
One afternoon there was a 
darkening and a shuddering 
of the earth along with other 
unnatural phenomena; but it 


passed, and he proceded with 
his trip. 
As he neared the end of the 
journey, he came upon his 
half-brother, Priscus, 
dying 
of cancer. Priscus was a sol­ 
dier and related a story of 
officiating at the Crucifixion 
of the Jewish priest called 
Jesus. He thought that this 
act had been the cause 1)f his 
terrible illness. He described 
the scene to Lucanus in de­ 
tail. 
Lucanus was convinced that 
Jesus was really the Son of 
God. He no longer believed 
that God cruelly and mali­ 
ciously wrought his vengeance 
upon the people; but, that by 
their own wrong-doing, they 
brought sickness and suffer- 
upon themselves. 
After curing Priscus, he de­ 
cided to go from place to 
place and talk with everyone 
who 
knew 
anything about 
Jesus, and to write it all 
down. He even talked with 
Mary, the Mother of Jesus. 
Thus, although he never saw 
Jesus, he was to become one 
of the disciples and the au­ 
thor of the Book of St. Luke. 
This is a really magnificent 
biographical a n d historical 
novel.

Sometimes a gardener starts 
out with a definite preference 
for a certain kind of flower 
and builds his garden plans 
around 
that favorite. 
But 
more often the geography of 
the home grounds has a 
strong effect on what actually 
can be planted, and plans 
have to begin with a question 
like “What’s 
good 
along a 
driveway?" 
OK, what IS good along a 
driveway? The first and main 
consideration has to be height 
of plant, because there’s noth­ 
ing more irritating when you 
open the car door than having 
plants too tall to step across, 
or even too tall to escape be­ 
ing damaged by the opening 
door. The second considera­ 
tion is the width of the plants. 
You don’t want them running 
off into the lawn or across the 
drive. With these two limita­ 
tions in mind, then, let’s see 
what flowers will fill the bill. 


IF YOUR DRIVEWAY of­ 
fers a hot, sunny, well-drained 
location the best suggestions 
are portulaca 
(Moss 
Rose), 
alyssum (the dwarf kinds like 
Carpet of Snow and Royal 
Carpet), and a couple of new­ 
comers, the gomphrenas Bud­ 
dy and Cissy. These last two 
are surprisingly useful edging 
and border plants because 
they maintain a perfectly ball- 
shaped plant all summer long, 
require no pruning or flower 
picking to keep them bloom­ 
ing, and yet will provide three 
months of continuous, trouble, 
free bloom from early started 
plants. 
Buddy has purple flowers, 
Cissy has white ones, and both 
resemble clover 
blooms of 
amazing durabiilty. 
A final suggestion for the 
hot, dry driveway is the vinca 
(periwinkle) Little Pinkie. 
This new strain has the 
same shiny, drouth-proof fo­ 
liage as the old periwinkles, 
and the same simple rose-pink 
never-fail blooms, 
but the 
plants qualify for your drive­ 
way when the old vincas nev­ 
er could, for these are only 
half the standard hegiht, and 
your car door will swing riJTt 
over them. 


OTHER WELL qualified an­ 
nual 
flowers 
for 
planting 
along a drive include pansies 
(it’s too late to start pansy 
seed for bloom this year, but 
you could buy started plants), 
the very dwarf African mari­ 
gold Cupid (available in yel­ 


low, gold, orange or mixed 
colors), Virginian stocks, lo­ 
belias (mostly blue flowered 
varieties, but there’s a new 
one called 
Rosamond that’s 
carmine-red with a white eye), 
and Livingston daisies. 
The Livingston daisy is a 
so - called 
succulent 
plant 
which can be grown from seed 
to bloom in a single season, 
and if you want to impress 
your seed dealed ask him for 
it under the botanical name 
Mesembryanthemum criniflo- 
rum. 
EVERYBODY LIKES petu­ 
nias, but along the driveway 
there are only a few kinds 
that can qualify either from a 
height standpoint or from 
freedom from sprawling. You 
can have just exactly what 
you need in refined, compact 
plants if you stick with the 
Satin series — Red Satin or 
Peach Satin. These are all F-l 
hybrids which are perfectly 
uniform in performance and 
reliable in production of mul­ 
titudes of blooms.

p^Take long stems when cut­ 
ting roses to k e e p t h e 
plants compact and in good 
condition for new growth 
and bloom.

never sold any. 
There are certain 
things 
the 
first-time 
seller 
of a 
house s h o u l d 
know. 
He 
should know', for instance, 
that it is important to decide, 
even before the house goes 
on the market, exactly what 
is and what is not being sold. 
Any item attached to the 
house or property that is not 
readily portable is considered 
a part of the sale unless a 
special provision is made ex­ 
empting it. But 
there are 
many other things that may 
or may not be included in the 
sale, among them air condi­ 
tioners, window exhaust fans, 
electric 
h e a t e r s , laundry 
equipment, refrigerators, car­ 
peting and so on. 
IT IS WISE to make out a 
complete list of items that 
are to be included 
in 
the 
sale, to show the list to the 
prospective purchaser and to 
include it in the contract. Dis­ 
agreements 
over 
compara­ 
tively minor matters have 
held up the closings of many 
sales. 
Real estate dealers usual­ 


ly charge a fee of 5 per cent 
of the sales price of the pro­ 
perty. For this, they pay for 
advertising the property, for 
the expense of taking pros­ 
pective buyers to view it, and 
for advice about all matters 
connected with the sale. This 
last could very well be the 
most important 
part 
of a 
dealer’s function, since his 
knowledge of real estate law 
sometimes can save you a lot 
of trouble before the trasac- 
tion is completed. 
There are three ways you 
can sell your house with an 
existing mortage on it: 
(1) 
Have the buyer 
get a 
new 
mortage to replace the old 
one; (2) have the buyer pur­ 
chase the house “subject to” 
the mortage; or (3) have the 
buyer purchase the house and 
“assume” the mortage. 


UNDER 
TODAYS 
condi­ 
tions, the savings and mort­ 
gage experts of the Ameri­ 
can Bankers 
Assn., 
recom­ 
mend the first method. Then 
there are no contingent lia­ 
bilities hanging over the sale. 
If a 
buyer 
purchased 
a 
house “subject to” a mort­ 
gage, what he would really be 
seeking would be to have a 
mortgage executed in h is 
name at the same interest you 


were paying. If your mortgage 
is at a rate lower than the 
present market rate, it is un­ 
likely that any lender would 
enter into such a deal. 


IN THE THIRD case, where 
the buyer would “assume” a 
mortgage, you might be deal­ 
ing with a relative or close 
friend who had only a small 
amount of cash. He would 
give you a note and sales con­ 
tract for the difference be­ 
tween the mortgage and the 
sales price agreed upon. In 
this event, the buyer would 
not sign any notes at the 
bank. 
The title to the property 
would remain in your name 
until the first mortgage held 
by the bank was paid off. 
Then a first mortgage would 
be executed for the amount 
of the sales contract, which 
the buyer would repay to you 
on agreed terms. 
In such an arrangement, 
the seller is accepting a con­ 
tingent liability, because he is 
still responsible for the mort­ 
gage. 
If the bank were forced to 
foreclose on the property and 
sold it for less than the un­ 
paid amount of the mortgage, 
the seller would be responsi­ 
ble for a deficit judgment.
